On May 2, 1 968, NY T -1 advised that the following 
information vias recently related to him by an Individual who 
is a member of the Venezuelan Armed Forces Intelligence 
Service (SIPA). 



In the latter part of 1967, the-SIFA member 
learned of the existence of a suspicious German from a 
PTJ (Venezuelan Technical Corps of Judicial Pol ice) member. 
The member told the SIPA member fciiat tne cusplclour. 
German was living under the last name' Purzla (first name, 
unlaiov/n) on a farm located bGt v7_egja Jihe -State^p f A.o\ ir e and 
the ci ty of San Juan do los . .KbrrojijJVe nezu ela. TJie reasons 
this German was described as being suspicious wore that 
aiTTied g’uards kept intruders from entering the farm and 
Purzia never left the farm. For reasons rjalaiowi to NY T- 1 , 
Purzla w as suspected of being identical v/ith Martin Eoimiann , 
fo rmer high . ranking, official of the Na^ Government~m ' 
Germany'. 



Armed with the above suspicions, the SIFA member 
went to the Israeli Embassy in Caracas and obtained photos 
and a description of Bormann. lie then went to the above 
farm v/herc he pretended to be a hunter and requested to. see 
Purzia for permission to b.unt on his farm. Re was allowed 
to see and speak to Purzia. lie is convinced from this 
meeting with Pui'Zia that he is identical with Bormann. 

NY T -1 advised that the SIFA member has not reported 
the above information to liis superiors but he does not Imow 
vihy.
